In an inspection conducted 
Jan . 16-17. representatives of 
the state fire m arsh al fire 
p re v e n tio n s e c tio n found 
that 
the courthouse, 
con­ 
structed in 1874-1876, did not 
m eet m inim um stan d a rd s of 
fire safety. 
Among problem s cited by 
the in s p e c to r s w e re the 
following: 


-A c c e ss to an a re a used to 
store old books and records 
is through a hole in the floor 
of the office on the third 
floor. The room is so full that 
a person cannot get beyond 
the im m ed iate a re a of the 
entrance. 
-T h e boiler room in the 
b asem en t is used to store 
s u p p lie s 
a n d 
is 
v ery 
d is o rd e rly 
w ith 
a c ­ 
cum ulations of new and used 
m ops, 
rag s 
in 
boxes, 
on 
shelves and on the floor 
L arg e 
quantities 
of 
floor 
c are m a te ria l in d ru m s of 
v a rio u s siz e s, p ain t an d 
thinners, toilet supplies, old 
furniture, trash in cardboard

- T h e 
c e r tif ic a te

known if the boiler has been 
inspected since that date. 


-T h e m ain electrical cut 
off is unaccessible due to 
junk thrown in front of it. 
-T h e old vault us I'd for 
school supplies is disorderly 
with em pty boxes and other 
com bustible m aterial. 
-T h e north end of the main 
hall has been closed by die 
installation of a partition, 
and the outside doors from 
the area behind the partition 
are kept locked, requiring 
occupants in this 
a rea to 
pass by doors to the outside 
and go through other rooms 
to reach a hallway to get out 
of the building. 
-T h e foyer between the 
partition 
an d 
the out side 
doors is obstructed by record 
tiles and p ap er supplies. 
--Egress from the second 
and third floor is by way of 
one open stairw ay or the 
elevator, 
and use of 
the 
e le v a to r 
c o u ld 
not 
be 
re c o m m e n d e d 
in 
an 


em ergency 
such 
as 
fire. 
Should 
the 
elevator 
fail, 
occupants on the south side 
of the building must travel to 
the north side to reach the 
stairs. 


-E x it doors and exit w ays 
a re not properly 
m ark ed 
with 
guide signs 
or 
exit 
lights. Some exit doors open 
in or against the direction of 
travel and are not equipped 
with panic locks. 
Fire extinguishers do not 
a p p e a r to be m aintained, as

The plastic on my chiars was worn thin and split in places. 
I replaced it with flannel-backed vinyl. I used my portable 
hair dryer to warm, soften and gently stretch the vinyl to fit 
over the unusual contours of my chairs. Upholstery brads 
hold it in place just as the original was. I admit this is time 
consuming but well worth the effort. — PAT. 
DEAR GIRLS — There is a chrome cleaner, available at 
many drug stores that will remedy discolored spots on 
chrome. Follow directions.
